ST. PAUL, Minn., June 17.—While 
authorities remained. on the side- 
lines business associates of William 
Hamm Jr., kidnaped brewer held 
for $100,000 ransom on threat of 
death, were prepared to night to 
follow instructions he sent them in 
a note: “Do as they tell you to.” 
Two notes, authoritive sources 
disclosed, have been delivered to 
friends of Hamm, millionaire head 


of the Theodore Hamm Brewing 
Co., since his abduction on his way 
home Thursday from his office. 

The first received yesterday by 
William Dunn, a sales manager for 
Hamm’s concern, was signed by 
the missing man and advised him 
to “do as they tell you to.” 

A second ransom note also 
signed by Hamm was delivered to a 
St. Paul druggist, Clarence J. 
Thomas, last night. Thomas is the 
husband of the Secretary of Mich- 
ael Kinkead, Ramsey County At- 
torney. He took the message to 
Kinkead this morning. Both were 
non-commital about contents of 
the second note. 

Meanwhile police, requested by 
the Hamm family to remain out of 
the case to permit negotiations for 
the abducted man’s safe-return, de- 
clared they had fairly good proof 
the kidnaping was executed by St. 
Paul or Twin City hoodlums rath- 
er than by Verne Sankey, fugitive, 
wanted in the Charles Boettcher IT 
kidnaping last February in Den- 
yer and the Haskell Bohn abduc- 
tion here a year ago. 

Dunn, with H. J. Charles, Hamm 
company attorney, awaited further 
word from the kidnapers in a ori- 
vate office in the brewing com- 
pany’s building. They were ready 
for an all night vigil to receive 
any information as to how to con- 
tact the kidnapers and were ready 
to carry out the family’s wishes for 
payment in full of the $100,000 and 
prevent carrying out the, death’ 
threat. ;

LONDON, June 17.—News that 
the American Government is not 
prepared to accept the currency 
stabilization plan drafted at Lon- 
don by experts at the world eco- 
nomic conference changed the 
whole aspect of the parley tonight, 
destroying the generally accepted 
view that tne world monetary prob- 
lem would be the first to yield con- 
crete results. 

The American delegates heard the 
report from Washington unofficial- 
ly as they returned from the Royal 
garden party at Windsor. 

The French delegation, which has 


insisted from the beginning of the 
conference that stabilization of 


}j}-American and British exchanges 


must be the first step taken at 
London, was hopeful before the 
news of Presidént. Roosevelt’s op- 
position to the tentative agreement 
was received, that the first. stage 
of stabilization might soon. be 
achieved. 

The rejection of the currency 
scheme by the American Govern- 
ment brought gloom to the confer- 
ence which had closed its first week 
on a hopeful note in view of the 
general expectation that the dollar 
and: the pound would soon be sub- 
jected to control operations. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s newspaper, 
the Sunday Express, in.an editorial 
regarding reports on negotiations 
for stabilizing the pound and the 
dollar at $4.05, said: , 

“Tt was foolish to suppose that 
such an agreement could be carried 
through. It would be tantamount 
to putting the dollar back on the 
gold basis. That would mean that 
President Roosevelt has thrown 
away the right which the Senate 


conferred on him to devaluate 
American currency. It could not 
be done.” 


10 Per Cent Tariff Cut.

Several American delegates pri- 
vately disowned the 10 per cent 
tariff cut plan which was published 
as a “suggested agenda for the @co- 
nomic commission in the field of 
tariffs and commercial policy, sub- 
mitted by the American delegation.” 

The plan was drawn up by Henry 
Chalmers, of the Bureau of Foreign 


of the technical staff, and its sub- 
mission to the conference came as 
a surprise to most of the Ameri- 
cans. 

After hurried inquiries were made 
it was said at American headquar- 
ters that the planned submission 
did not commit the delegation and 
the idea was simply a suggestion. 
One delegate said he believed it 
stood little chance for adoption 
and pointed out the delegation has 
no authority to commit the United 
States as that power reposes in 
Congress. 

It was not discovered who author- 
ized submission of the plan, whicn 
provides for “a 10 per cent hori- 
zontal reduction of import duties 
which were in effect in various 
countries on June 12 and would 
become operative on ratification by 
nations representing 50 per cent of 
the world import trade.” 

Conflict in Policies. 

President Roosevelt’s disap- 
proval of the proposed currency 
stabilization figures was seen in 
American quarters as emphasizing 
the conflict between the adminis- 
tration’s domestic policy and in- 
ternational undertakings here. The 
news caused no surprise among the 
delegates as it was felt that Roose- 
velt would be unwilling to stabilize 
the dollar at the present level lest 
such action undo all that has been 
accomplished in raising prices. 

While they believed the presi- 
dent was unwilling to stablizie un- 
til the dollar is appreciably low- 
ered, the delegates said they were 
not advised definitely as to what 
figures were acceptable te him. 
Delegates have several times. sum- 
moned the American banking and 
treasury representatives here to 
find out what is going on in the 
former’s stabilization negotiations.

Attack Apparently Directed 
at Train Robber Who Had 
Been Recaptured After 
Leavenworth Break.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 17.— 


Seven officers and a prisoner were 
ambushed in a machine gun at- 
tack on Union Station Plaza “to- 
day, and five men were killed out- 
right and two others wounded. 
The prisoner, who was killed, was 
Frank Nash, one of the few sur- 


vivors of the notorious Al Spencer 
gang of train robbers. He was be- 


ing returned to Leavenworth 
prison whence he escaped three 
years ago. 

It was not clear whether the 


purpose of the murderers was to 
rescue Nash oar to kill him for un- 
derworld reasons. The second 
theory seems more plausible. It 
also seems that there must have 
been a leak of the police plans for 
transporting Nash, for the killers 
knew right where to set their am- 
bush. They took the escort com- 
pletely by surprise just when they 
were entering an automobile with 
the prisoner. 

The dead, in addition to Nash: 

Raymond J. Caffrey, special agent 
of the United States Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

Otto Reed, Chief of Police at Mc- 
Alester, Ok. 

Frank Hermanson, Kansas City 
detective. 

W. J. Grooms, Kansas City de- 
tective. 

The wounded were F. J. Lackey, 
special agent at Oklahoma City of 
the United States Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, whose condition is consid- 
ered grave, and R. E. Vetterli, agent 
in charge of the Kansas City Bureau 
of Investigation, who returned the 
fire of his assailants as they drove 
away. 

Lackey was shot three times in 
the back. Vetterli suffered a slight 
wound in the left arm. 

Arrested at Hot Springs. 

Nash was arrested by agents of 
the Bureau of Investigation, De- 
partment of Justice, at Hot Springs, 
Ark., yesterday, after a long 
search. 


“I don’t believe they intended to 
kill Nash,” Vetterli said in recount- 
ing the details of the slaughter, ap- 
parently done by four men armed 
with machine guns, who had hidden 
themselves near the officers’ car 
and waited for the officers to group 
themselves about the automobile. 

“We went to the station to meet 
the officers who were bringing 
Nash back from Hot Springs,” Vet- 
terli continued. 

“Raymond Caffrey and I drove 
to the station in his car. The two 
Kansas City detectives, Hermanson 
and Grooms, drove to the station 
in their car. We met the Missouri 
Pacific train and started over to 
Caffrey’s car, headed, south on the 
station drive across from the east 
door of the station. 

“There were eight of us, includ- 
ing Nash, the prisoner and seven 
officers. We were to enter Caf- 
frey's car and the Kansas City de- 
tectives were to follow us to Lea- 
venworth in their car. 


Details of the Shooting. 

“I was standing at the rear and 
West side of Caffrey’s car. In the 
back seat were Lackey and Smith, 
the agents from Oklahoma, and 
Otto Reed, Chief of Police at Mc- 
Alester who came up with the pris- 
oner.

Clients of an auditor with offices 
in a downtown office building, who 
suddenly closed his offices and left 
St. Louis a month ago; have em- 
ployed attorneys to resist collection 
of State income’ and real estate 
taxes for which they had given the 
auditor checks to pay but which he 
used to pay taxes on property be- 
longing to other persons. 


The missing auditor for«~ years 
had a substantial business, includ- 
ing many small merchants, for 
some of whom he kept books and 
prepared income tax returns. He is 
said to have had 41’ such clients, 
nearly all of whom now are inves- 
tigating to determine how they 
stand with the Federal and State 


in each instance the auditor used 
clients check, made payable to 
City Collector Koeln, to pay taxes 
on the property of others who are 
thought to have previously given 
him checks for their taxes which 
he misused. 

To the dismay of several, the dis- 
covery has been made that, al- 
though they had given their audi- 


tor checks to pay their taxes in the! 


last seven years, they are faced 
ith delinquent tax bills. 

Among the concerns hardest hit 
in this respect is A. B. Friedman & 
Co., fruit and produce dealers at 
10223 North Third street. Ben 
Friedman gave the auditor, who did 
the firm’s accounting, checks 
amounting to $5528.80 to pay real 
estate and State income taxes for 
himself, his brother, I. H. Friedman, 
and his mother, Mrs. Kate Fried- 
man, for 1930, ’31 and ’32, all of 
which was used by the auditor to 
pay taxes on property of other per- 
sons. This diversion of the checks 
makes the Friedmans delinquent on 
all their taxes for the last three 
years.

ROOSEVELT BEGINS 
CRUISE TODAY UP 
ATLANTIC COAST 


Spends Night on Schooner 
‘in Marion (Mass.) Har- 
bor After Train-Auto Trip 
From Capital. | 


By the Associated Press. 
MARION, MASS., June 17.— 


President Roosevelt arrived here 
toni and immediately boarded 
the Schooner Amberjack. II on 
which he will leave tomorrow 


| l'morning at 7 o’clock for a cruise 


up the Atlantic Coast, his first 
vacation since entering the White 
House. 

Reaching here shortly. after 6 
o’clock from a motor trip that led 
from Boston through Groton to 
visit his mother and two sons, he 
shoved off a moment later with 
his crew of three men for the wait- 
ing schooner. Crowds gathered 
along the - highways, cheered the 
President during the 150-mile auto- 
mobile ride from Boston, where he 
arrived earlier in the day by train 
from Washington. Even a drench- 
ing rain, which fell during most 
of the afternoon, failed to drive 
the cftizens from the streets in the 
many towns through which he 
passed. 

At Quincy, late in the day, he 
stopped to speak into the ampli- 
fiers for the throng that had gath- 
ered. Mr. Roosevelt recalled his 
visit as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy to the ship yards in Quincy, 
during the world war. 

“And I hope,’ he added, “in the 
next few months we will start buil 
building some more American 
ships.” In ordering his recovery 
program into operation just before 
departing from Washington yester- 
day, the President made available 
the funds to start a $238,000,000 
naval construction program. 

Mr. Roosevelt added at Quincy: 
“It is particularly appropriate, I 
think, that every President of the 
United ‘States should come to 
Quincy, the birthplace of the two 
great Adams, as well as a lot of 
other great Adams right down to 
the present day. 

“And I may say I have another 
recollection of Quincy because, 
when I was a small boy I remem- 
ber my uncle (Frederic Delano) 
was here as a student at Adams 
Academy. I recall there was an 
old dining hall and one day there, 
somewhere in the 80s, there was 
a lot of commotion because some of 
the boys got hold of a cannon and 
got it up on the third floor and 
fired it out of a window. 

“That was on the anniversary of 
Bunker Hill day—today. So you 
see that it was appropriate that I 
should come back on that anniver- 
sary.” 

Mayor Charles Ross of Quincy 
présented to the President a gran- 
ite’ vase made from one of the ties 
of the first railroad built in Amer- 
ica, running between Quincy and 
Boston. 

The narrow streets of Marion 
were jammed by the summer colon- 
ists and villagers as the President 
arrived. He went directly to the 
cottage of Dr. William L. McDon- 
ald, whom he visited several years 
ago after an attack of infantile 
paralysis. 

After a brief visit he proceeded 
to the McDonald dock and in an- 
other moment he was on board, 
away from presidential duties, and 
soon in the old clothes and sweater 
he will wear on his two weeks’ 
cruise up the coast. James, his son, 
and George Briggs and John Cutter, 
of Boston, friends of the family, 
comprise the crew with the Pres!- 
dent. 

Stephen T. Early, a secretary to 
the President, aboard a trailing de- 
stroyer, is his only contact with 
official Washington. 

The President will remain in the 
harbor tonight aboard the schooner 
and tomorrow he will act as skip- 
per as the little craft shoves off 
for Woods’ Hote, the first stop en 
route to Campo Bello Island, just 
beyond the Maine boundary in 
Canada. At Woods’ Hole Mr. Roose- 
velt will visit W. Cameron’ Forbes, 
former Governor-General of the

Story of Surviving Captor. 

Frank Smith, thick-set Depart- 
ment of Justice agent from Okla- 
homa City, who . sat unscathed 
through the fusillade, wept. as he 
mentiéned his friend, Otto Reed, 
McAlester Chief of Police, who was 
slain. 

“We all walked through the 
Union Station with Frank Nash 
still handcuffed,” the agent. said. 

“Nash was the first to enter the 
car which was to take us to Leav- 
enworth prison. 

“He started to’sit down in the 
rear seat. Someone told him he 
was to ride in front. So Nash sat 
down temporarily in the driver's 
seat while we were getting into the 
rear.. I sat down between Lackey 
on my right, and Chief Reed, on 
my left. 

“Caffrey was standing on the 
pavement arid the two detectives, 
Hermanson and Grooms, were 
standing near the front of the car 
on the other or west side. Mr. Vet- 
terli was near the rear of the car, 
about to enter. 

“Played Dead” to Save Life. 

“I heard a man shouting, ‘Up, 
up. The words came fast. I 
reached for my six-shooter, drew it 
and then looked up in time to see a 
man aiming a machine gun. It was 
shooting red flame. 

“T don’t know what all happened. 
I ducked as bullets splintered our 
car. I crouched down and ‘played 
dead.’ It was the only thing that 
could be done. 

“If the fellow had a six-shooter 
I could match him, but not a ma- 
chine. 

“I felt my friend Reed sag down 
upon me. I looked up and saw 
Nash had been hit. His toupee had 


fallen down into the car. 


“Lackey began to groan. It was 
over quicker than you could im- 
agine. I put my arm under Reed's 
head—tried to comfort Lackey. 

“T noticed Lackey’s revolver han- 
dle had been splintered. Maybe that 
was why he wasn’t killed outright, 
like the others. Maybe the bullet 
ricocheted. 

Left by Circuitous Route. 

“T don’t know where the machine 
guns were stationed—except the 
one I saw aimed at the car. It 
seemed to be in the hands of the 
man who had shouted ‘up, up.’ He 
was standing up high. Maybe on 
the running board of one of the 
cars parked in the parking lot.” 

Smith said he had moved the 
prisoner out of Hot Springs hastily 
by a circuitous route because he 
was ‘surrounded by gangsters and 
the agents wanted’ to remove him 


before aid could be mustered. 


“We pegged him in Hot Springs 

and we went after ‘him. I took 
Agent Lackey with me and I also 
called Ott Reed to help because Ott 
was one of the best officers I have 
ever seen. 

“Ott went because I asked him; 
that’s why it is awful. To think 


ithat I took Ott from his family like 


that.” 
Overcome by emotions, the agent 
paused. Continuing, he said: 
“We pegged Nash right in front 
of a pool hall and race booking 
joint. From a car we saw him con- 
tact a couple other fellows. Then

leader of the 11 convicts 
who sonata’ from the Kansas pris- 
on. in the Memorial day break.

The Sheriff, Jack Killingsworth 
of Bolivar, Mo., who was with Floyd 
14 hours yesterday, declared his 
belief that Floyd and his com- 
janion, Adam Ricchetti, who kid- 
naped him at Bolivar yesterday, 
had nothing to do with the killings. 

Officers received a report that 
the car used by the killers had 
been seen driving on Mission road, 
a route that leads toward Okla- 
homa. Armored cars cruised in 
pursuit. A rumor filtered into po- 
lice headquarters that the assas- 
sins had followed the train to Kan- 
sas City from Oklahomba last night. 

The stayers were the obfect of 
probably the most intensive search 
this city has ever witnessed. Hun- 
dreds of police and Federal author- 
ities were scouring the city and 
peace officers from every nearby 
community were guarding high- 
ways. 

U. S. Attorney General Acts. 


At. Washington, Attorney Gen- 
eral Cummings issued an order 
setting the entire justice depart- 
ment on the trial of the killers and 
specifically assigned a detail from 
points near Kansas City to the 
case.

Hot Springs Police Thought Cap- 
ture Was a Kidnaping. . 
By the Associated Press. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., June 17.— 


Arrest here of Frank Nash, Okla- 
homa desperado, shot to death to- 
day along with four officers at 
Kansas City, was sospectacular 
that police thought someone had 
been kidnaped or “taken for a 
ride.” 

Nash, known in Hot Springs as 
“Doc Williams,” a quiet man who 
tipped liberally while visiting night 
clubs during his two weeks’ stay, 
was seized yesterday afternoon by 
three Government agents on the 
city’s main thoroughfare. 

The three walked into a Central 
avenue drug store, purchased ci- 
gars and as they started to leave, 
drew pistols and surrounded 
“Williams” who was drinking a 
glass of beer. 

“Put that beer down and get into 
that automobile,” commanded one 
of the two men who held pistols to 
his body, while the third went out- 
side to an automobile. Nash com- 
plied reluctantly and was pushed 


into the waiting machine. 


As the automobile speeded away 
toward Little Rock police received 
reports of a kidnaping, or that a 
man had been “takeh for a ride.” 
The authorities requested police in 
neighboring cities tod watch all 
roads and stop the car.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Secre- 
tary Wallace announced today 
that tobacco growers of New En- 
gland, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Wisconsin would receive payments 
for reduction in acreage of the 
1933 crop. He said payment in an 
increased amount was being con- 
sidered for those growers who 
agree to divert to non-commercial 
uses specified quantities of tobac- 
co on hand from previous crops for 
each acre retired from production. 

Wallace said the contracts to be 
offered covered filler and binder 
types, with growers eeing that 
they would not harvest in 1933 
more than 50 per cent of the acre- 
age harvested in 1932, or more than 
40 per cent of the annual average 
acreage harvested in 1931 and 
1932. 

Signers must agree not to sell or 
give away surplus plants, or to rent 
unneeded sheds or barns to oth- 
ers for curing tobacco crops. 

Different plans are being worked 
out for the shade-grown wrapper 
tobacco of the Connecticut valley 
and the Florida-Georgia area. 

The department said control of 
production and reduction of supply 
were made necessary by a critical 
condition facing the cigar-leaf in- 
dustry, that cigar consumption had 
dropped off steadily since 1923, and 
that, since 1929, decline in consump- 
tion had been much greater than 
the drop in production.

Fee to Enter Parks? 


Visitors to Missouri’s state parks 
would be required to pay an ad- 
mittance fee under a park manage- 
ment plan now being considered by 
state game and fish department of- 
ficialsa. No admittance fee is now 
charged but a campers’ fee has 
been levied since the opening of the 
1932 park season. 


Game officials say they are open 
minded on the plan to help make 
the parks self supporting through 
the collection of admittance fees 
but that a decision on the plan will 
be made as soon as the sentiment 
of the sportsmen, who provide the 
funds for purchase and mainte- 
nance of the parks, and the park 
users can be determined. 


Several states already charge ad- 

mittance to their parks and the 
subject of fees for Missouri's pub- 
lic playgrounds is not new to State 
officials. Game officials, who be- 
lieve the parks should as far as 
possible support themselves so that 
park fund monies can be used for 
game propagation purposes, have 
advocated a fee plan for the last 
two years but only the campers’ 
fee has ever been levied. 


Where Money Goes. 


Twenty-five per cent of all money 
derived from the sale of hunting 
and fishing licenses is required by 
law to be used for the mainté& 
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nance and purchase of parks. Many 
parks already are used. as game 
propagation and fish hatchery sites 
and advocates of the fee plan point 
out that by requiring the park 
users, a high percentage of whom 
do not now contribute to the sup- 
port of the gamie and fish pro- 
gram, to pay a small fee for the 
park upkeep the funds from license 
money could be used for game bird 
and animal and fish propagation. 

Those who oppose the fee plan 
argue that the parks are public 
‘playgrounds provided by the State 
and should not require admittance 
fees. They also point out that in a 
measure the State would be com- 
mercializing the parks and would 
be operating in competition to re- 
sort owners many of whom do not 
now favor some of the commercial 
aspects of parks where cabins and 
boats are rented and where admis- 
sion feés are charged cave visitors.

The 
touchstone by which the Roosevelt policies 
must ultimately be tested is their capacity 
to increase employment and restore the pur- 
chasing power of the people.

age power.. Mr. Roosevelt proved himself a 
consummate political strategist. 

To the constitutional argument, whenever 
it was raised against a Roosevelt measure, the 
reply was made that the Supreme Court, in 
any test cases, would give heed to the plight 
of the country and the expressed wish of the 
people. It was said that the Supreme Court 
had reversed itself before and might be ex- 
pected to do so again. It was said that the 
Supreme Court, by reason of changes in. per- 
sonnel, was now more “liberal” in outlook 
than it was a few years ago. 

Though he conceded that the mere decla- 
ration of an emergency did not justify the 
passage of a bill that would otherwise be 
unconstitutional, Senator Wagner of New 
York, one of the principal authors of the in- 
dustrial control measure, argued that in an 
emergency there was a “wider area” in 
which governmental power might be exer- 
cised than in normal times. He contended 
that since the depression threatened the 
whole business structure of the United 
States, all business was affected with a pub- 
lic interest and therefore the intervention of 
government in the regulation of all business 
was justified. He said that Congress had 
sweeping powers under the public -welfare 
clause and the interstate commerce clause of 
the Constitution, the latter clause, in his 
view, being broad enough’to permit the regu- 
lation of -intrastate~business that constituted 
a “burden” upon interstate commerce. 


As to the “dictatorship” charge, propo- 
nents of the Roosevelt bills replied that the 
term was a misnomer, -since the powers in 
question were being freely granted by Con- 
gress. They said the Constitution was not 
what an English statesman had called it, a 


‘document of “rat-trap rigidity,” but a flex- 


ible document, fully capable of meeting the 
needs of our changing times.

After the scant attention paid to the mat- 
ter of constitutionality in the passage of the 
industrial control and other important mea- 
sures, the argument of the Senate and House 
conferees in rejecting the Clark amendment 
for taxation of the income from governmen- 
tal securities rang strangely. It went out be- 
cause it was unconstitutional! , 


It is not for the layman to say to what 


extent the acts of the special session ran 


counter to the Constitution. . That is an is- 
sue of which, the Supreme Court is the sole 
arbiter. But it must be evident to any im- 
partial observer, from the arguments on both 
sides, that if the Constitution was not broken, 
it was at least stretched to the full Mmit of 


‘its flexibility. The issue in the present mood

act. This is intended to aid capital by.-sus- 
pending the anti-trust laws and by other 
means; it is intended also to aid labor. Both 
the representatives of capital and the repre- 
sentatives of labor had a hand in its drafting. 
If the act works out to the detriment of great 
enterprises, will the industrial captains swal- 
low the pill without protest?) They will not. 
They will take the measure to the courts for 
a ruling on its constitutionality. Nor will the 
labor leaders remain passive if the act seri- 
ously disappoints their expectations. In that 
case it is certain to be challenged in the 
courts by organized labor. 


Difficult Task Ahead 
Of Hugh S. Johnson. 


Will Gen. Hugh §S. Johnson and his col- 
leagues in the administration of the act be 
able to hold the scales so even that both of 
the intended beneficiaries—capital and labor 
—will continue to want to live under it? The 
mere statement of the question suggests the 
difficulties ahead of Gen. Johnson. His is 
unquestionably one of the most difficult and 
delicate of all the administrative tasks under 
the complex Roosevelt program. 

In the debates on the control bill, as on 
other features of the program, it was often 
said that success or failure depended not 
nearly so much upon the text of the law as 
upon the manner of its administration. This 
is a universal truth, but it was considered 
to have special application to the revolution- 
ary laws of the special session. In their case 
the importance of wise and high-minded ad- 
ministration cannot be overemphasized. 

Those in charge of the control act must 
adapt our highly individualistic industrial 
system to the requirements of a new theory. 
It is a large assignment—one of the largest 
and most revolutionary ever intrusted to of- 
ficlals of government—and the most compe- 
tent direction, coupled with good will on the 
part of both capital and labor, will be neces- 
sary if the plan is to achieve the success for 
which its sponsors hope. 


Complete Negation of 

Hull’s Theories. . | 

Now that the Roosevelt program has been! 
completed, the fact stands out sharply, for the 
country and the world to see, that it looks 
definitely toward what. we have come to call 
“economic nationalism” and away from inter- 
nationalism. Both the farm adjustment act

All this 
is another way of saying that the adminis- 
tration is now headed toward a policy of self- 
containment, with all that this implies in the 
way of protection against commodities from 
the outside. 

The industrial control act, In fit of its 
most important and far-reaching sections, 
specifically gives the President the power to 
lay an embargo against any. foreign commod-

DIVIDENDS NOW IN EFFECT 


Applies to All Those Declared After 
11:55 A. M. (E. S. T.) Friday, 
When Roosevelt Signed Bill.

WASHINGTON, June _  17.—All 
corporation dividends declared aft- 
er 11:55 a. m., Eastern Standard 
time, yesterday, must pay a 5 per 
cent tax to the Government. 

The industrial recovery bill,

vided that it should take effect the 
instant the bill became a law. 

The President signed the bill ex- 
actly five minutes before noon yes- 
terday. Dividends declared before 
the signing are not taxable.

The conclusion that the Roosevelt 
program is taking the country to- 
ward economic self-containment is 
not weakened by the speech of Sec- 
retary of State Hull at London on 
Wednesday. In calling for a lower- 
ing of trade barriers and denounc- 
ing the nationalistic “bootstrap” 
method of attacking the depression, 
the Secretary of State spoke the 
sincere and ardent views of a life- 
time. He preached, moreover, the 
traditional doctrine of the Demo- 
cratic party, as well as the doc- 
trine that animated Herbert Hoo- 
ver when he built up the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
to impressive size and importance. 


Mr. Hull did not, however, speak 
the thought that prevails today 
among the closest of the Presi- 
dent’s advisers. From the known 
facts there is only one possible in- 
ference, namely, that through Sec- 
retary Hull the United States is 
making a gesture of international 
co-operation, so that when the con- 
ference fails to bring about any 
material removal of trade barriers 
throughout the world, as it is gen- 
erally expected to fail, the United 
States can say that it has done its 
best in that direction and is now 
driven, perforce, to go the way of 
economic nationalism. 

In this connection the statement 
of Senator Couzens of Michigan 
upon his arrival in England to join 
the other American delegates to the 
conference is significant. If the 
conference should fail to produce a 
workable pian for recovery, said 
the blunt Senator’ Cauzens, he 
would return to the United States 
a strong advocate of a policy of 
isolation. 

If analysis of the Roosevelt pro- 
gram leaves any doubt as to the 
direction in which we are going, 
this doubt is removed by the can- 
did public statements of the Presi- 
dent’s intimate adviser, Assistant 
Secretary of State Moley. Regard- 
ed until recently as fully sympa- 
thetic with the internationalist 
views of most university and col- 
lege economists (Donham of Har- 
vard being the outstanding excep- 
tion), Prof. Moley has swung to the 
side of economic nationalism. 

In a radio speech on May 20, 
warning the country against ex- 
pecting too much from the London 
conference, Moley pointed to the 
small percentage of American pro- 


Let us now examine briefly the 
several parts of the program. 
Twelve major bills were passed at 
the request of the President. In 
addition, the special session passed 
the long pending Wagner bill for 
a national system of employment 
agencies; the Glass-Steagall bank- 
ing reform act, one of the most 
important permanent pieces of leg- 
islation enacted in recent times, 
and the nation’s largest peace time 
appropriation bill, carrying $3,459,- 
000,000 for various phases of the 
recovery program. Of this great 
sum, $3,250,000,000 goes for public 
works under the industrial bill, and 
$50,000,000 for initial work on the 
Muscle Shoals-Tennessee River Val- 
ley project. 

Many of the measures urged by 
the President, including, notably, 
the industrial control act, were lim- 
ited in their operation to two years 
or less. Various new agencies of 
administration were created, such 
as the National Industrial Recovery 
Board, the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the Emerg- 


‘ency Relief Administration and the 


Employment Service, and most of 
these agencies were specifically ex- 
empted from Civil Service rules. 
The only serious clash between 
Congress and the administration 
was over veterans’ relief. This re- 
sulted in a material whittling down 
of the $460,000,000 saving proposed 
to be made by the administration 
through regulations under the 
economy act. 

1. First in the list of the meas- 
ures enacted at the specific re- 
quest of the President was the 
emergency relief bill, pass- 
ed by both houses and approved bv 
the President on the opening day of

duction going into world trade, and 
said: “In large part the cures for 
our difficulties lie within ourselves.” 
He described as a “popular fallacy” 
the theory that the depression 
spread from nation to nation by a 
process of contagion. He said that 
however much it might be desired, 
it would be difficult at the London 
conference to make extensive at- 
tacks on trade barriers which the 
nations had been setting up during 
the last decade. 

_ In subsequent newspaper articles, 
Moley has made his views even 
plainer. He has again warned 
against high expectations of a world 
recovery formula at London and 
again cited the movement through- 
out the world toward national self- 
containment. We shall find out at 
London, he has said, whether it is 
to the best interests of the United 
States to follow an intra-national 
economy. 


That Moley is thinking of the fu- 
ture in terms of economic natioa- 
alism, under a planned economy, is 
abundantly clear, and it is to his 
views, as the evidence shows, rath- 
er than to the views of Secretary 
Hull or the pronouncements of the 
Democratic national platform of 
1932 that we must turn for official 
expression of the present trend of 
administration policy. When the 
platform was adopted, the party 
leaders were still maintaining that 
the chief causes of the depression 
in the United States were “the dis- 
astrous policies . . . of economic 
isolation” pursued by Republican 
administrations after the World 
War and were still calling for the 
restoration of our foreign trade as 
an essential step toward recovery. 

It is interesting to note, more- 
over, that as late as May 7, in tne 
second of his radio speeches to ine 
country, President Roosevelt en- 
phasized his view that “the do- 
mestic situation is inevitably and 
deeply tied in with the condition in 
all of the other nations of the 
world.” 

“In other words,” the Presideat 
added, “we can get, in all probapil- 
ity, a fair measure of prosperity 
return in the United States, but it 
will not be permanent unless we 
get a return to prosperity all over 
the world.” He then referred to 
the conversations he had been hold- 
ing with the leaders of other na- 
tions, set out the objectives of the 
economic conference and add-d: 
“The. international conference tht 
lies before us must succeed. The 
future of the world demands it. 
and we have each of us pledged ovr- 
selves to the best joint efforts to 
that end.” 

It would not be accurate to say 
that the policy implied by this state- 
ment has been completely scrapped. 
We are still officially committed to 
a large measure of international 
co-operation, and we are now, at 
London, making the effort of which 
the President spoke. But in the 
meantime, the President’s close ad- 
viser, Assistant Secretary Moley. 
after listening to the foreign visit- 
ors who came to Washington, has 
warned the country not to expect 
too much from the conference, and 
Congress, at the call of the Presi- 
dent, has completed the enactment 
of a program with paramount em- 
phasis upon thoroughly national- 
istic methods of promoting recov- 
ery. 

So much for the Roosevelt pro- 
gram in the large. We have (1) 
looked at it from the constitutional 
point of view, (2) pointed out its 
dependence for success on the wise 
administration of complex and un- 
paralleled powers and (3) shown 
that it heads the country definitely 
toward a policy of economic nation- 
alism. 


Summary of 12 Major Bills 
Passed at President’s Request 


zation of closed banks by conserva- 
tors; permitted the issuance of pre- 
ferred bank stocks to which the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
was authorized to subscribe; made 
possible a large expansion of the 
currency. 

Glass of Virginia, mentor of the

2. The economy bill, described as 
a bill to maintain the credit of the 
government, armed the President 
with broad power to cut veterans’ 
benefits and governmental wages 
and salaries, and reduce the pay of 
members of the House and Senate 
from $10,000 to $8,500 a year. 

3. Beer and wine with an alcohol- 
ic content of 3.2 per cent by weight, 
or 4 per cent by volume, were le- 
galized in a measure estimated to 
yield revenue of $125,000,000 to $2,- 
000,000 a year.

4. Emergency agricultural relief, 
farm mortgage relief and currency 
issuance and regulation, including 
inflation, were covered in one mea- 
sure. This gave the Secretary of 
Agriculture authority. to force up 
farm prices and to license and tax 
the processors of agricultural prod- 
ucts to pay the cost of the pro- 
gram. In the effort to raise prices, 
the Secretary may invoke various 
plans, including the domestic al- 
lotment plan and the leasing of

The funds 
émmediately available were esti- 
mated at about $149,000,000. 

6. The Wagner-Lewis bill author- 
ized the use of $500,000,000 in direct 
grants to the states—not loans as 
theretofore—for relief purposes. 
and created a Federal Emergetcy 
Relief Administration, with a life 
of two years, to handle the funds. 
This act committed the Federal 
Government to the principle of di- 
rect relief of distress caused by the 
depression. 


7. Passage of the Muscle Shoals 
Tennessee River developmss? sct 
brought to a successful end the 
long fight of Senator Norris of 
Nebraska fcor governmental op2-a- 
tion of the Shoals project. Going 
even further than the Norris bills, 
which had been twice vetoed by 
Republican Presidents, the act pro- 
vided for a start on President 
Roosevelt’s ambitious program for 
the development of the Tennessee 


| River Valley. Provision was made 


for a board of three, to be known 
as the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, to operate the Muscle Shoals 
plant, improve navigation in the 
Tennessee River and control tre 
flood waters of the Mississippi and 
Tennessee rivers. The board was 
euthorized to produce, sell and dis- 
tribute power and to build trans- 
mission lines; to construct Cove 
Creek dam across the Tennessce 
River, and to sell $50,000,000 in 3‘, 
per cent 50-year bonds. 


The Measure to Aid Small Home 
Owners. 

8. To aid small home owners 
threatened with mortgage foreclos- 
ures, an act was passed for the es- 
tablishment of a Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, with $200,000,000 
of*capital to be provided by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and authorization to issue $2 > 
000,000 in bonds to exchange \for 
mortgages. Mortgaged homes worth 
less than $20,000 come under the 
terms of the act. After the refi- 
nancing contemplated by the act, 
the home owner pays the Govern- 
ment five per cent on his mortgage 
for 15 years and the original mort- 
gage holder gets bonds paying four 
per cent. The interest on these 
bonds, but not the principal, is 
guaranteed. Headquarters of the 
corporation will be in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Building at 
Washington, and there will be 
branch offices throughout the coun- 
try. Application for relief should 
be made to the nearest branch. 

9. The securities act aims to pro- 
tect investors by requiring that full 
information on new security issues, 
if sold in interstate commerce, be 
filed with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. After this filing, 20 days 
must elapse before the issue can be 
promoted or sold. Permission by 
the Trade Commission to market 
the issue does not relieve the com- 
pany of liability, for at any time 
evidence of untrue statements may 
be made the basis of prosecution 
and of civil suits by investors. The 
new law is patterned on the British 
companies act. It was enacted in 
response to a message by President 
Roosevelt, proposing that to the old 
rule of Caveat Emptor there should 
be added, “Let the seller also be- 
ware.” ! 

10. The railroad reorganization 
and relief law provides for a Fed- 
eral co-ordinator. of transportation 
to work with the railroads and with 
labor to effect economies. It stipu- 
lates, however, that economies shall 
not be made at the expense of la- 
bor. Joseph B. Eastman, Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner, has 
been appointed co-ordinator. Ap- 
peals from his decision may be 
taken to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and unless they are 
revoked by that body will have the 
force of commission orders. 

The co-ordinator will seek to cut 
out waste and duplication in the 
railroad system, to promote finan- 
cial reorganization when this is de- 
sirable, to improve the credit of the 
carriers and to carry on studies 
looking to the improvement of 
transportation in all its forms. It 
is expected that Joseph B. Eastman, 
present Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner, will be appointed as co- 
ordinator. 

il. At the behest of the Presi- 
dent, Congress passed a bill can- 
celing the gold clause in all public 
and private contracts, present and 
future, and making them payable 
in any kind of legal tender. The 
act put the stamp of congressional 
approval on the prior abandonment 
of the gold standard by the execu- 
tive. Efforts in both houses to pre- 


12. Finally, in this series of the 
President’s measures came probably 
the most important of all—the act 
providing in its first title for in- 
dustrial control, and in its second 
for a $3,300,000,000 public works 
bond issue. 

Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson, a former 
business associate of Bernard M. 
Baruch, formerly associated also 


with George N. Peek in the Moline 
Plow Co., has been chosen by the 
President as administrator of the 
control features of the act. 

The President is given unprece- 
dented powers to bring industry 
into what he has called a “partner- 
ship” with Government. The act 
provides for the voluntary estab- 
lishment of codes of fair competi- 
tion by industries, subject to the 
approval of the President, and it 
gives him the right to establish 
compulsory codes on his own mo- 
tion. As a weapon over recalcitrant 
enterprises, he has the power to li- 
cense industries. All codes must 
carry minimum wage provisions, as 
‘well as regulations governing hours 
of labor and other working condi- 
tions. In so far as they may con- 
flict with codes and agreements un- 
der the act, the operation of the 
anti-trust laws is suspended. The 
President has the power, as has 
been stated, to forbid or restrict the 
importation of foreign commodities 
whose sale in this country would 
interfere with the effective work- 
ing of an approved trade agree 
ment. The purpose of the act, as 
defined by its sponsors, is to raise 
wages and prices, create more em- 
ployment and end sweatshop com- 
petition. Its operation is limited to 
two years. ’ 

The second title of the act pro- 
videg for a $3,300,000,000 public 
works program, to be financed by 
Government borrowing. Interest 
and sinking fund requirements on 
loans for this purpose are to be 
met from new taxes estimated to 
yield. $220,000,000 a year. These 
taxes are provided for in the bill. 

Under an amendment added in 
the Senate, President Roosevelt at 
his discretion may give full pub- 
licity to income tax returns. An- 
other amendment, by Clark of Mis- 
souri, calling for the taxation of 
governmental securities now tax- 
exempt, was adopted by the Senate 
but killed in conference. Still an- 
other, by Borah of Idaho, prevent- 
ing price fixing and other monopo- 
listic practices, likewise went 
through the Senate, but was 
trimmed in conference to eliminate 
the ban against price fixing. 

A section dealing with the oil in- 
dustry gives the President power 
to prevent the interstate shipment 
of oil produced in violation of state 
conservation laws. 

The Glass-Steagall .banking re- 
form act, though not on the Presi- 
dent’s emergency program, was ap- 
proved by him as “the best piece of 
banking legislation since the Re- 
serve Board Act.” Besides provid- 
ing for limited insurance of bank 
deposits, it curbs the use of Fed- 
eral Reserve credit for stock mar- 
ket speculation, requires national 
banks to divorce themselves from 
their securities affiliates, broadens 
the branch banking powers of na- 
tional banks, requires that private 
banks like J. P. Morgan & Co. quit 
taking deposits or else stop floating 
securities, gives the Federal Gov- 
ernment greater authority over the 
management of member banks of 
the Federal Reserve System and 
makes numerous other reforms de- 
signed to strengthen the nation’s 
banking system. Passage of the 
bill was a notable personal triumph 
for Carter Glass. 

Congress has now adjourned and 
left the field to the President. 
Agencies to operate the complex 
machinery of the recovery program 
have begun work under his dircc- 
tion. By next fall, perhaps, suffi- 
cient evidence will be at hand to 
warrant a forecast of success or 
failure. It may be possible at that 
time to say whether the program 
is an adequate method of attack 
upon the great problem of the de- 
pression—the loss of purchasing 
power through unemployment. 
Prophecies at this stage are not 
in order. é

portion of humanity only two prin- 
ciples of authority remain in the 
world: the mystic principle of 
hereditary right and the rational 
principle of delegation by the peo- 


ple. 
A Rally to Liberty. 

It was evident therefore from 
1918 that the monarchical system 
having collapsed, one must not im- 
mediately begin to discuss whether 
democracy had or had not failed, 
whether the representative regime 
was good or bad, whether liberty 
was dead or alive. 

A great effort was needed at once 
to prevent the failure of democracy, 
to extend representative institutions 
everywhere, to convince the peoples 
that liberty is the most precious of 
blessings. 

Otherwise many peoples wiil run 
the risk of being unable to govern 
themselves, either on the mon- 
archical or the democratic principle, 
and of being compelled to trust 
themselves to chance by seeking for 
a new system of government, which 
does not exist. 

In the United States, England and 
France they have preferred since 
1919 to compiain of the confusion of 
the entary system, the 
decadence of liberty, the failure of 
democracy, instead of making a 
serious effort to reorganize the gov- 
ernments of the three great coun- 
tries and offer them as models to 
those peoples whose monarchies 
had fallen. 

The world has been left to itself, 
and all the peoples who were no 
longer governed by a monarchy, 
who knew not how to 
their democracies, have trusted 
themselves to cliance. 

Two-thirds of the world have fal-

This terror is 
exaggerated as to its immediate 
consequences, but it is entirely jus- 
tified as to the far-reaching effects 
of events. 


Fruit of Dictatorship. 

The German dictatorship will not 
make war tomorrow or the day 
after, but it must arm Germany 
more and more. It has made Ger- 
many believe that she is surround- 
ed, menaced, oppressed by implac- 
able enemies, only desirous ex- 
terminating her. It myst arm to 
give Germany the feeling that she 
is no longer menaced and ~° op- 
pressed. 

But these armaments, which the 
German dictatorship justifies by 
the necessity for defense, will ap- 
pear as a menace and provocation 
to the other peoples of Europe, 
who remember 1914. 

It is easy to see where the ac- 
tion and reaction of this distrust 
may lead humanity if not stopped 
in time. 

But why have we reached this 
alarming Fagen just 15 years 
after peace? Because the Republic 
and liberty have been strangled in 
Germany by the dictatorship of an 
armed faction. 

Where Peace Lies. 

While there was even a semb- 
lance of democracy in Germany, a 
regime in which all parties, Nation- 
alists and Internationalists, con- 
servatives and Socialists, pacifists 
and partisans of armaments, could 
act freely and on equal terms, dan- 
ger did not exist and the world 
lived more tranquilly. But for the 
last three months it has been a 
prey to growing anxiety. 

Events in Germany, and the 
anxiety they arouse everywhere, 
lead us, then, to this simple, lum- 
inous, decisive truth. The Western 
world can only recover the peace, 
prosperity and happiness it en- 
joyed before 1914 on the day when 
liberal institutions permit all inter- 
ests and social forces, in all coun- 
tries, great and small, to develop 
freely and to find a stable equilib- 
rium through loyal and orderly 
contest. Just the opposite of dicta- 
torship. 

The world should have perceived 
this simple truth after 1919. It did 
not perceive it. But no error is ir- 
reparable when it is a question of 
the destinies of humanity. What 
the world should have done 15 years 
ago it can do in the coming 15 
years, even if it has to overcome 
greater difficulties. It is a question 
of understanding and willing. 

The fear which torments the 
world will help it to understand 
and to will.

Purchase Exposition was a subconscious factor in direct- 
ing my thought to art. I know I was fascinated by 
the beauty and color and interest 1 found everywhere. 
And the costumes at some of the concessions were a 
revelation. While at the Art Students’ League I did 
ome costume designs and submitted them to a theatrical 
firm. It surprised me then—it surprises me more to- 
day—that they were accepted. As the firm did con- 
siderable work for the Shuberts, I was ultimately en- 
gaged by that firm of producers, with whom I was 
associated for nine years. More recently I have done 
considerable work for the Long Island motion picture 
studios of Paramount.” 

‘In its essence,” he says, “costume is as complicated 
as character. One hears a lot, these days, of ‘dress- 
ing one’s type’ and also it is said that ‘one’s clothes 
must fit one's personality.

It is 

an annual custom with him, lke tak- 

ing a vacation. At the hygienic labora- 

tory of the United States Public Health 

Service here, where he and other sci- 

entists work daily with deadly disease 

germs, they call rabbit fever, or tula- 

remia, Dr. Francis’ own disease. He 

found it and, they say, he seems to 

think he owns it. It is part of his 

job to contract it every now and then. 

In a sense, it is insurance against that 

very disease itself. For Dr. Francis 

works with tularemia all the time and 

is constantly being exposed toit. If he 

didn't have it often he would be likely 

to have it worse when he did get it. 

So he encourages a new attack peri- 
odically. 

This strange practice of Dr. Edward 
Francis is but one phase of the heroic 
work carried on by the Government 
scientists in the Public Health Ser- 
vice. These germ fighters, Dr. 
Francis, Dr. Rolio Dyer, Dr. R. R. 
Spencer, Dr. Elmer -T. Ceder, Dr. 
Alice C. Evans and:all the rest of 
them, are unsung heroes for the most 
part. The scientific world knows the 
dangers they face, and it accords them 
due recognition, but the public at 
large hears very little about them. 
Congress does not bestow medals upon 
them as it does upon military and 
naval heroes and triumphant aviators, 
and only rarely do they get into the 
newspaper headlines. But they are 
largely responsible for 
good health of the nation and in every 
sense are as heroic as the soldier who 
riska his life to wipe out an enemy 
machine-gun nest. The risks they run 
are fully as great. 

Continually they are handling the 
germs of deadly diseases which 
threaten the lives of their fellow be- 
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ings.

There is also the Rocky Mountain spot- 


ted fever, which has taken countless 
lives, including seven of the Govern- 
ment scientists. There is typhus fever, 
most serious of communicable dis- 
eases; Malta, or undulant, fever, 
spread through infected milk; leprosy, 
age-old scourge of mankind: our fa- 
miliur influenza, tuberculosis, common 
smallpox, diphtheria, tetanus, 
hydrophobia and a great number of 
other common enemies of mankind 
also are among their every-day labor- 
atory studies. 

Often they become infected acciden- 
tally. but sometimes they intention- 
ally infect themselves with a disease in 
order to learn at firat hand its causes, 
its symptoms, its cure and its preven- 
tion. Sometimes they die, martArs to 
science, and in any case they ar like- 
ly to undergo,.a protracted per pd of 
illness and suffering. But thet take 
it all as part of the day’s work. That 
is the way Dr. Francis is about his 
rabbit fever. 


OT long ago an associate stepped 
N 2x his laboratory, where he 
was husy with some: phase of 
his research. He noticed an ulcer on 
the veteran acientist’s finger. It 
looked suspiciously like the type of 
ulcer that appears at the _ point 
of a tularemia infection and is one 
of the first symptoms of the dis- 
ease. Further inquiry reveaied that 
the doctor had under his arm the 
characteristic glandular swelling which 
Soon follows the first symptom. Here 
he was coming down with tularemia, a 
disease dreaded by most people, but 
he had not put aside his work or even 
bothered to mention it. Getting rabbit 
fever was just part of the job. 
Dr. Francis is the man who discov- 
His discovery was 
a milestone in medical history, because 


it was the first disease to be discov- 


ered by an American investigator. He 
first contracted the malady in-1920 
while investigating it in California. 


The record Of his trip across the con- 


tinent to Washington, carrying some 
infected rabbits whose blood contained 
the organisms, while he was practical-

agency in his blood is attenuated to the 

point where it will not prevent infection, but 

at the same time is sufficiently preserved to pre- 

vent the extreme condition of collapse which usu- 
ually attends tularemia. 

The infection usualiy comes from rabbits, although 
it is known to have been contracted in some cases 
from woodchucks, muskrats, opossums, coyotes and 
squirrels, and its likely to attack market men, hunters, 

housewives who handle the carcasses of these animals. 
Serious illness results, followed by a protracted period 
of great weakness and lassitude, during which any effort 


is almost impossible. 


A year or more sometimes elapses 


before the system has shaken off these after-effects of the 


disease. 


Although a new malady, tularemia has been found in all 
but the six New England states. and has been reported 


from Canada, Japan, Russia and Norway. 


No preventive 


vaccine or curative eeruin has been perfected, nor has 
any special drug been found effective against the fever. 
Any break in the skin of the hand gives the infecting 


organism a chance to enter. 


The best precaution, it 


has been found, is to handle rabbit carcasses onl} 
with gloved hande, for one never can know when a 

rabbit may contain the dreaded disease. 
For years Dr. Francis has been preaching the ne- 
cessity of wearing gloves for all those whose 
work brings them in contact with either dead 


or live rabbits.

ly delirious from the fever, constitutes 
one of the most stirring stories in the 
annals of American medicine. 

Now, deliberately ignoring the mini- 
mum precautione he urges upon others, 
this veteran germ fighter makes it a 
point to undergo a succession of mild 
attacks of the fever each year. He 
does so to avoid the probability of an- 
other severe attack, which would inca- 


' pacitate him for months from active 


work. A single attack of the disease 
confers a variable, short-lived tmmu- 
nity. Dr. Francis’ theory—and it has 
worked out in practice—is that it is 
best to contract the disease at the bor- 
derline point where the immunizing 


His assistants at the hy- 
laboratory, where experimental 
work with the disease is carried on, 
are required to operate only with 
gloved hands. 
But not Dr. 
Francis. This 
precaution, 
which he urges 
upon others, he 
deliberately 
neglects “Bi m- 
self. His work 
is carried on 
with rabbits in 
which strains of 
the organism 
are kept going 
from generation 
to generation. 
He handles 
them freely 
with ungloved 
hands. Five 
times he has 
suffered mild 
attacks of the 
fever as a re- 
sult. But he 
continues to ex- 
pose himself to 
it, and the grim 
d e t ermination 
with which he 
follows a prom- 
ising clew, re- 
gardless of the 
peril involved, 
has become a 
byword among 
the doctors of 
the service. 

Exposing oneself to rabbit’ fever, 
as Dr. Francis is constantly doing, 
calls for an exceedingly high degree of 
courage. But there. are less dangerous 
practicee which are almost as heroic. 
One scientist went about for weeks 
with a metal container strapped to his 
leg——a container in which were 100 or 
more tiny rat fleas, placed so that they 
might keep alive by feeding on- his 
blood. That was Dr. Rollo Dyer, an- 
other. veteran research worker of the 
Public Health Service. 

Dr. Dyer had become convinced that 
typhus fever in the United States was 
ofa type different from that found 
abroad. The European form of 


typhus, it is well known, is spread by 
vermin and throughout history has 
been a terrible scourge where men are 
congested in great numbers and under 
insanitary conditions—as in army 
Camps and prisons. 

It killed between two and four mil- 
lion Russians in the years immediately 
following the Russian revolution, and 
during the World War became so geri- 
ous in Southeastern European coun- 


tries that the American Red Cross was’ 
called upon to help control the situa-- 


tion there. 

It has been an accompaniment of 
war or aftermath of war during all 
European history, and during the Mid- 
dle Ages ranked with the bubonic 
plague as the most fatal of all plagues 
attacking Europe. 


HE disease has never reached 
epidemic proportions in the 
United States, and only a small 
percentage of the cases have resulted 
in death. The fact that the American 
cases occurred in homes which were 
exceptionally clean and where no body 
lice were found led Dr. Dyer to sus- 
pect that some other insect was trans- 
mitting the disease. 

Several cases of typhus fever were re- 
ported in Baltimore. Dr. Dyer investi- 
gated and found that the victims lived 
in the immediate vicinity of great 
warehouses and food-handling estab- 
lishments. These places were infested 
with rats. Were the rate responsible 
for the spread of the disease? 

To answer this question, Dr. Dyer 
trapped a number of 
rats and enombed 
them for fleas, ob- 
taining about three 
dozen. These he 
ground up and in- 
sected the emulsion 
into guinea-pigs, 
thus establishing the 
deadly virus. The 
guinea-pigs contract- 
ed a disease like 
typhus fever. 

But Dr. Dyer had 
yet to prove his 
contention. His investigations would 
have to be continued further before he 
would be able to know definitely 
whether typhus fever could be trans- 
mitted to a human being by flea bites. 

And to continue his experiments it 
was necessary for him to have a con- 
stant supply of fleas. Difficulties 
arose. A diet of blood was needed to 
raise the experimental crop. At first it 
was thought the fleas might be raised 
on monkeys. But the monkeys ob- 
jected. They picked off the fleas as 
soon as they were placed on their 
bodies. To solve the problem, the in- 
trepid Dr. Dyer determined to raise 
the fleas on his own body. 

Without mentioning it to any of his 
associates, he strapped an aluminum 
container, about the size of an ordinary 
pill box, to his leg. In the box were 
more than 190 rat fleas. 

The first known about the ex peri- 
ment was when a fellow scientist of 
the Public Health Service, visiting his 
home one evening, noticed that Dr. 
Dyer was not himself. He was un- 
easy and somewhat fidgety. 

“I’ve got the fleas. and they're bit- 


him what the matter was.’ And 
pulled up his trousers and revealed :

Some time later Dr. Dyer was take: 
ill with typhus fever, but not as a »: 
sult of the fleas which he had raised 
on his body. He contracted it whiis 
grinding up some highly virulent fleas 
to be nsed in a vaccine. One of then, 
escaped and bit him. 

In spite of the ailment which 
wracked his body, Dr. Dyer smiled tr: 
umphantly as he lay in his bed in the 
Naval Hospital. Fate had helped him 
write the final chapter of one of the 
most colorful pieces of medical re- 
search in history. His own iliness was 
the one bit of evidence he needed to 
demonstrate conclusively that the virus 
of the dread malady could be trans- 
mitted to a human being by the bite 
of a rat flea. He had realized it al! 
along, but he could not ask anyone to 
submit to such an experiment, because 
of the fatal consequences which might 
result. 


ful Rocky Mountain spotted fever. 

which in one locality caused the 
death of 85 per cent of those who con- 
tracted the disease, Dr. R. R. Spencer 
wrote his name in the records of th: 
Public Health Service and of contem 
porary medical research. 

It was Dr. Spencer who developed a 
preventive for this malady, and to say 
that he risked his life in this connec- 
tion is by no means overstating the

fact. He received the Gold Medal of 
the American Medical Association for 


his accomplishments. 

Working with R. R. Parker, special 
entomological expert of the service. 
Dr. Spencer paid particular attention 
to behavior of the malady on smal] ro- 
dents, to which it is spread by ticks, 
which likewise bite men. Since one at- 
tack of the disease apparently devel- 
oped immunity, the possibility of a 
vaccine suggested itself. However, 
right here a difficulty presented itself 
to the germ fighters, for it was found 
that the virus could not be developed 
in a test tube. 

Dr. Spencer, noticing that the virus 
was developed and kept alive in the 
bodies of the ticks that transmitted tle 
disease, decided to make artificia! tes! 
tubes out of the insects and prepare 
the vaccine from them. The best pro- 
cedure, he found, was to let the ticks 
feed upon infected guinea-pigs until 
they had become thoroughly infected 
themselves. Then, when tests showed 
the virus to be in highly concentrated 
form, he ground up the ticks and pr 
pared an emulsion that would serve 
as a vaccine. 

Tests on animais 
indicated that 
vaccine might wor: 
but it did not as 
termine the all-in 
portant question 
‘‘How would it at- 
fect human beings’ 
Outsiders could n: 
very well be asked 
to risk their lives 
with it, so Dr. Sper 
eer, without the 
slightert hesitation 
inoculated himself with the vaccine 
and established its eifectiveness as 
preventive. 

Since his gamble with death, thou 
sands of people have received the 1!

-HE honeymoon

“houses of disillusion’’—dwellings, so 
plentiful in Hollywood, which have 
felt the blight of tragic death or shat- 
tered dreams. 

Miss Crawford bought her house 
when she wag single, and young Doug 
moved in after their marriage. It 
isn’t a very expensive residence, as 
such places go in Southern California’s 
movie colony. Probably it didn’t cost 
more than $50,000 or $60,000. But 
it is near several million-dollar man- 
sions in Brentwood, a_ fashionable 
suburban section of Los Angeles, 
which means a good deal in real estate 
value. 

From Whitley Heights in the heart 
of the city to the Pacific Palisades 
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and from Hollywood boulevard to 


placid San Fernando Valley are scat- 
tered filmland’s homes where romance 
died or tragedy struck. Abandoned 
mansions with decaying gardens, pa- 
latial homes suffering from neglect, 
Spanish haciendas tenanted by Scandi- 
navians and cozy California bungalows, 
once the domiciles of internationally- 
known actors and actresses, now occu- 
pied by retired farmers from the 
Middle West and sheepmen from 
Idaho! They’re in profusion. Behind

There seems to have been a ‘jinx’’ 
on all the Valentino holdings. His 
stocks, bonds, real estate and minor 
business enterprises, estimated at the 
time of his death to be worth nearly 
$1,090,000, depreciated and _  disap- 
peared until, in a recent report to 
the courts, his executors doubted. if 
there would he a: penny left after all 
obligations were paid. One of the most 
severe jolts to the estate came with 
the report that the little bungalow in 
Whitley Heights which ‘‘Rudy”’ and 
Natacha Rambova called their ‘love 
nest’’ during their married life, was 
slowly but surely slipping down the 
mountainside. ‘‘The foundation is giv- 
ing way,’ the story went.

They have defied time, weathering 
and the destructiveness of con- 
guerine armies, and it is improbable 
that there is another man-made struc- 
ture on earth that will outlive 
these masterpieces of ancient engin- 
eering. 

The Fourth Pyramid City excava- 
tions have reached the point where 
valuable data on the life of the early 
Egyptians are anticipated. So far, the 
excavators have reached a place 700 
feet east of the entrance of the 
Fourth Pyramid, where they now turn 
at right angles to the south for an ad- 
ditional 175 feet. About fifty dwel-

room, kitchen and lavatory, have al- 
ready been’ uncovered: efficiency 
apartments of ancient Egypt done in 
approved modern American fashion. 
The rows of houses are separated by 
several five-foot thoroughfares. 

One surprising discovery was a tun- 
nel and steps cut in sandstone, a sub- 
way passage beneath a street. 

It is believed that the Fourth Pyra- 
mid City was tax-free because the 
priests who inhabited it were in the 
service of the State. giving spiritual 
consolation to departed souls. The 
priests were a privileged body and en- 
titled to immunity from work; there- 
fore, the abodes of their servants and 
attendants are found hard by. 

It is significant that while the 
tombs of royalty were built of the 
most enduring stone, the residences of 
the average Egyptians were built of 
a relatively weak substance, sun-dried 
adobe. Many walis of the Fourth 
Pyramid City have crumbled, crush- 
ing beneath their weight some rare 
and beautiful samples of pottery. 

Several hundred feet from the open- 
ing of the Fourth Pyramid the exca- 
vators discovered the ruins of a 
granary, having large holes about four 
feet across. Directly across the street 
they found the'tomb of the Grain Ad- 


ministrator. Nearby, the chapel tomb 
of an Administrator of Finance. And 
very close to the Pyramid City, a 
substantial tomb carved in bedrock, 
containing relics of Wep-Em-No- 
feet, ‘confidant of the King, Admin- 
istrator of the Palace, Prophet o 
Anubis and Horus."’ Wep-Em-Nofret, 
according .to the hieroglyphics, willed 
the north chamber of his tomb to his 
eldest son, and forbade its use by his 
other sons. In one chamber of his 
tomb he left four statues of his wife. 


HiS Egyptian's will wae attest- 


ed by .a doctor, an oculist, an 


architect, a seal bearer, a sculp- 
tor and others. The testator affirmed 


that he was alive and standing on both . 


feet when he made his declaration. 
The Fourth Pyramid City has an 
unknown extent. On the southern 
boundary the excavation work has 
carried to the edge of a modern Arab 
cemetery, whose removal must be 
sanctioned by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment before the excavators can pro- 
ceed. Beyond the Arab cemetery 
there rises a wall extending from one- 
eighth of a mile to three-fourths of a 
mile from the present excavations. It 
is highly probable that the Fourth 
Pyramid City extends at least to that

Greek god. 
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The size of an old Egyptian’s tomb 
is an indication of his power and 
wealth. To have built his colossal 
pyrainid, King Kheops had to harness 
the strength of armies. Lesser kings 
had to be content with smaller tombs. 
Of Khent Kawes it might be said that 
she made a magnificent effort to vie 
with the splendor of great men, but 
her own tomb probably fell short. of 
her expectations, since it was not fin- 
ished. 

Little space or splendor was ac- 
corded to the common Egyptian. The 
Cairo expedition has unearthed more 
than 700 vertical shafts used to bury 
the rank, and file. Each shaft is 
roughly round, and large enough to 
hold a man. The common Egyptian 
did not even have the proverbial six 
feet of earth. He was buried stana- 
ing erect in order to leave room for 
others. 


r~OR centuries, robbers have 

P souen to open the tombs of Qus- 

tol, but only with partial suc- 
CeB8. Among the chambers’ which 
have not been robbed, the govern- 
ment experts have found numerous 
pleces of tableware made of bronze 
and silver. These were found on the 
west bank of the Nile. 

On the opposite bank of the river, 
they found the entrances to some 
tombs which had escaped the robbers 
Here they discovered the tombs of 
some wealthy ancient Egyptians, 
buried with all their belongings. B& 
sides the remains of dogs and horses, 
they found numerous articles, such as 
saddles, whips, embroidered gaddle 
cloths, reins, bits and spear heads. A 


leather bag contained ivory dice, and 


near it stood a gaming board. Some of 
the horse trappings are magnificently 
trimmed and decorated. Several sad- 
dies are trimmed #with silver and 
carved lions’ heads whose .eyes are 
garnets and whose tongues are ivory. 

Two silver plates fourteen inches in 
diameter are among the finds. One, 
very thick and solid, shows a com- 
posite Greek god in which the design 
portrays the hammer and tongs of 
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Entrance to underground passage. 


point. The sand thereabouts Is fairly 
riddled with remnants of pottery. 

Thus far the excavations form a tri- 
angle over a part of the plateau which 
contains the Ghiza pyramids. One 
point of the triangle is the famous 
Sphinx, another the Foupth Pyra- 
mid, and the third, the présent south- 
ern boundary of the excavations. Al- 
though hundreds of thousands of tour- 
ists have visited the pyramids; the 
presence of the Pyramid City had 
hitherto escaped notice.

At the moment 
when I had brought the loading in 
New York harbor to a standstill, the 
members of my union executive were 
traveling in all directions. They es- 
tablished branches in other ports, or- 
ganized meeting after meeting, and 
proclaimed:strikes everywhere. | 
Our success in the other ports was 
instantaneous. Transport after trans- 


port lay idle and could not be loaded. 
‘The newspapers began to print cables 


from Europe to the effect that the 
delay in sending explosives would be 
catastrophic for the Allies. 

Now the armament industry mo- 
bilized for défense and we began to 
lose ground. The men were returning 
to work. Our WWrieg was still on 
strike, but the older \organizations 
were managing to mobilize their mem- 
bers, and we were unable to persuade 
them to join our ranks, since they 
were being paid high bonuses as 
strikebreakers. We soon heard that 
the armament. firms had poured mil- 
lions of dollars into the treasuries of 
the older unions. ae 

When our opponents had succeeded 


in getting work started once more, I 


surprised them with another stroke. 
At the suggestion of the Austrian 
Ambassador, Dr. Dumba, and at the 
moment when Gompers saw victory in 
sight, employes of one of the great ar- 
mament factories in the United States, 
the Bethlehem Steel Works, suddenly 
laid down tools. They were mostly 
Austrians. 

So the fight went on, and ground 
was lost and won again. 

Meanwhile I had another iron in 
the fire. I had studied the foreign 
political situation of the United

States, and realized that the only 
country she had to fear was Mexico. 
If Mexico attacked her she would need 
all the munitions she could manufac- 
ture, and would be unable to export 
any to Europe. There was, however, 
no prospect of this, since Mexico was 
torn by internal dissensions. Huerta, 
the former President, was in exile, 
though I knew that he still hoped to 
regain his lost position. He ascribed 
his fall to the United States, which 
he suspected of having fomented the 
revolution which had ‘brought him to 
grief. While he, was still in power, 
he had said, American capital had 
made further attempts to gain posses- 
sion of Mexico's oil, but had met with 
resistance from Huerta, which was 
only broken down when the revolu- 
tion resulted in his banishment. 

This was the situation when I de- 
cided to take a hand in the game. I 
learned that Huerta was in the United 
States and made every effort to find 
where he was staying. He suddenly 
turned up in New York, and I went to 
his hotel, the Manhattan, to see him. 
He was sitting alone in the lounge 
and was surprised to be addressed by 
a complete stranger. When I looked 
into his eyes I realized at once the 
best way to approach him. I told him 
I was a German officer, mentioned 
the munition transports, and offered 
hin’ my help there and then. I ex- 
pressed my readiness to do all I could 
to bring his party into power again 
in Mexico. 

Though I gave my reasons for visit- 
ing him, he was afraid of atrap. At 


last he believed me and was prepared 
to speak frankly. He told me that 
another revolution was being engi- 
neered by his friends, but that they 
lacked weapons, or, in other words, 
money. 

The interview lasted a long time. 
I was in a position to offer him effec- 
tive help, and we discussed what was 
to be done if the new revolution 
should be crowned with success. This 
was a matter of the utmost impor- 
tance to me, and we came to terms. 
Huerta stipulated that I should pro- 
cure the sanction of the German Gov- 
ernment to the following conditions: 


ERMAN U-boats were to land 
(5 vesvons along the Mexican 
coast; abundant funds were to 
be provided for the purchase of arma- 
ments; and Germany should agree to 
furnish Mexico with moral support. In 
that eventuality Mexico would take up 
arms against the United States, and 
Huerta would have his revenge. After 
the interview I sent a cable report to 
Berlin. 
When I returned to my office J 
found Mr. Boniface sitting there with 
his legs crossed and very depressed. 


‘I was by no means pleasantly sur- 


prised when he told me that he had 
extremely disagreeable news. 

My eyes grew wide with astonish- 
ment, however, when he told me a 
story that I was at first disinclined 
to belieye. He had found out, with 
the help of his shady but very valu- 
able connections, that the ‘Most 
Secret Code’’ of the German Embassy 


had been stolen. British agents had 
got a girl to make up to a young and 
badly-paid secretary on the staff of 
the Naval Attache. The two had be- 
come very friendly, and she had per- 
suaded him that it was absurd to exist 
on a wretched pittance, when he was 
in a position to earn a fortune with 
a single stroke. He had agreed to do 
what she asked of him, and had com- 
municated the immensely important 
code to her, and therefore to the 
British. He was said to have made 
& copy and to have restored the orig- 
inal: carefully to its place, which evi- 
dently was but poorly guarded. 

This “leak” in the office of the 
Attaches was naturally reported to me 
at once from another source. It had 
become known at Washington and was 
actually under discussion at a Cabinet 
meeting. 

I was very upset. It was the code 
that I had brought with me from the 
Admiralty in Berlin for the use of the 
Embassy. I thanked Boniface tur his 
information and sent him away. I then 
went immediately to the Naval At- 
tache, though it seemed to me un- 
likely that the code could have been 
accessible to a secretary, since there 
was a regulation which preuibited the 
trusting of a cipher to a lower offi- 
cial. When I was shown into the 
Naval Attache, I said: 


66 O you know that the ‘Most 
Secret Code’ has gone, sir?’’ . 


Captain Boy-Ed exploded: 

“‘Who says so? Impossible! It is 
kept here under lock and key.”’ 

‘‘Always, Captain?”’ 

“Of course, I haven’t time to lock 
up every code myself. That is done 
by one of the secretaries.”’ 

“In Berlin no one under the rank 
of captain is allowed to put away a 
secret code.’’ 

“Excuse me. 
cern.”’ 

This interview convinced me that 
really the code had been stolen. I had 
a feeling of misfortune, but I could 
not yet know what fateful conse- 
quences this was going to have for 
me. It was as well that I did not. 

There ensued some weeks of wait- 
ing for the reply to my message to 
Berlin as to whother I could agree to 
Huerta’s terms. The reply arrived 
eventually, and informed me that 
money was being held for the day 
when Mexican troops would be ready 
to commence hostilities against Amer- 
ica, and that German submarines and 
auxiliary cruisers would appear on 
the’ Mexican coast to lend their sup- 
port. It appeared to be a matter of 
ultimate indifference to Germany 
whether the United States maintained 
her secret enmity by supplying muni- 
tions to the Allies, or came openly 
into the war on their side. 

On receiving the German Govern- 
ment’s reply I drove to the Manhattan 
Hotel, but Huerta was not there. I 
learned from one of his friends that 
he was expected back in New York at 
any moment; so I waited. He had 
gone to the Mexican frontier to dis- 
cuss matters with his party; but 
though I waited and. waited, he did 
not return. I sent my agents out to 
search for him throughout America, 
but they could not discover a trace. 
Though I mobilized all my forces, the 
difficulty of finding one man in such 
a large country was enormous. Boni- 


That is my own con- 
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face came to me one day, and I told 
him that Huerta must be discovered 
at all costs. He thought that the 
American Federal Police must know 
his whereabouts, since they were prob- 
ably shadowing him. Some days went 
by without news. One night, I was 
walking along to find a taxi, when a 
man passed me from behind with a 
1 took no notice of him, 
but suddenly heard the words:

the gait of Mr. Boniface. When I 
got into my taxi*I was followed by a 
second car. Boniface was right. I 
was being watched. Later I heard 
that Huerta had been poisoned by his 
cook in a country house on the Mex- 
ican border, though I never learned 
the details of his death. What actual- 
ly became of him, I never found out. 

Though I was aware that the police 
were on my track I resolved to hold 
out. I had always been so careful 
that they could have no direct and 
clear proof that I had had a finger 
in so many ‘shady’ transactions. 
When I entered my bank next morn- 
ing, the official who always attended 
to my business-—he was a German, 
knew my identity, and had often 
helped me—beckoned to me and gave 
me a letter. I read the address and 
grew pale. On the envelope were the 
words, ‘“Herrn Kapitanleutnant Rinte- 
len, Hochwohlgeboren.”” The official 
whispered to me that the letter had 
arrived by post, and that there had 
been considerable excitement at the 
bank at the discovery that a German 
officer had a very large account 
through which enormous sums were 
being passed. Was the letter a trap? 
I decided to open it nevertheless, and 
I saw it was from the Military At- 
tache of the Embassy. I was furious 
at his thoughtlessness and stupidity 
in addressing me in such a fashion. 
Or was it done deliberately? 

I had not time, however, to yield to 
gloomy forebodings, for I was in the 
thick-of activities whose threads met 
in my hands. Responsibility lay heavy 
on my shoulders. In spite of Huerta’s 
death I tried to get the Mexican affair 
going again, and I was still absorbed 
in my plans when, on the morning of 
June 6, 1915, an attendant came to 
me in the breakfast room of the New 
York Yacht Club and gave me a mes- 
sage to ring up a certain number. 
The Naval Attache was at the other 
end of the telephone, and he asked 
me to meet him at a particular street 
corner. When I arrived he handed 
me a telegram, which ran as follows: 


OTs the Naval Attache at the 
Embassy. Captain Rintelen is 
to be informed unobtrusively 
that he is under instructions to re- 
turn to Germany.” 

What was that? Had-I not, but a 
few weeks ago, distinctly asked Head- 
quarters in Berlin not to cable my 
name at all, but to communicate with 
me in writing, in a carefully consid- 
ered way.
